New Year’s Cay. Gallery closed to the public. 

Cloudy in the morning, at noon began a fall of snow, making it very disagreeable. 

Came to the gallery, & was annoyed to find that the manure brought yesterday for the 
grass & shrubbery, was still lying on the pavement, undistributed. Urged John Mann to 
use dispatch in removing it. 

Jan. 2d. 

Another dismal day with snow. The sun however came out later & thawed the snow. In 
the afternoon a furious & cold ^wind from N.W.^ 

Sent bills from Perry & Chamberlin to Mr Hyde, also from Fill &Co. & F. Schneider. 
Understand that Mr Hyde left word in Dec. 31. that the bargain for the portraits of the 
President with Mr Bryan, is off - Mrs. Bryan having returned the sum $3,000, & stated 
that the pictures were worth $5,000. 

Mr Atherton Blight, a director of the Penn. Academy of Fine Arts called my attention to 
an error in the Catalogue in noticing Rembrandt Peale’s birth ^year^ which is given as 
1787, & then stating that Washington sale for his portrait to the artist when eighteen . As 
Washington died in 1799- that would make the artist on twelve years old, when painting 
the portrait. I took the dates from Tuckerman’s “Book of the Artists,” & find the same 
error in Mrs. Chemmer’s Dictionary. The mistake must be in the date of Peale’s death of 
birth. Have since found that Peale was born 1778 - not 1787.

It was ordered that the night-exhibitions will commence on Thursday Jan. 9 , & continue 
weekly until this winter.

The new 
heating apparatus disappoints us. Zermometer at zero . 

Ordered two “Franklin Binders” for the “News”, & “Portfolio” price for both $5.00 - 50 
cts for extra lettering.

There is a complete set of casts from the works 
of Rhinehart, very interesting & his Clytie was in a niche surrounded by beautiful plants. 

The older casts were arranged very badly. Only think of the Venus of Milo & Lilemes & 
Bacchus being placed against a half screened window - the heads of the statues appearing 
like silhouettes! 

At a quarter to 3 p.m. our carriages took us to the train, & we arrived in Washington, after 
a very delightful feast of art & refined hospitality. Mr Walters & his son acted nobly as 
hosts, & their hospitality in good & profuse entertainment could not be surpassed.

A Day at the Walters Gallery 

On Wednesday morning last a party of lady copyists and others connected with the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art went to Baltimore by card invitation of W.T. Walters, esq., to 
visit his collection of art treasures, recently extended. The party, numbering twenty-five 
persons, of whom eighteen were ladies, was in charge of Curator MacLeod, accompanied 
by Assistant Curator Barbarin, ME.F. Andrews, artist, who has for two seasons 
gratuitously given his professional aid to the copyists; Messrs. Miller, Seibert and 
Forsberg, artists. The day was beautiful, and at 10 o’clock the visitors were received by 
attentive servants at Mr. Walters’ residence, 65 Mt. Vernon Place. That gentleman 
preferred being absent, but devolved the duties of “host and principal” upon Mr. 

MacFeod. The entire house was given up to the party for the whole day, all other visitors 
being excluded, so that there should be no interruption to the free enjoyment of his 
guests. 

The Walters’ Mansion 

After surveying the sumptuous elegance of the parlors, wherein the mere upholsterer’s art 
was notably subordinate to the pictures, bronzes, and cabinets of exquisite Venitian glass, 

Sevres and Vienna porcelain, the visitors ascended to the famous Marie Antoinette room, 
in the third story, fitted up with veritable furniture of the time of Fouis XVI — all its blue 
draperies, old clock, pictures, huge brass-bound chest, and Delff porcelain, all genuine 
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Dutch furniture of the sixteenth century — a strange antithesis to the courtly style of the 
French rooms. So complete are the appointments of these rooms, that one might well 
imagine Marie Antoinette radiant in youthful beauty and regal dress, encountering on the 
stair a burly Burgomaster and his frat vrow in black garb and square cut collars. The 
Chinese and Japanese rooms are part of the novelties of Mr. Walters’ collection, 
containing every conceivable type of the bronzes and porcelains of those countries; some 
of them covering a full catalogue of these, that will add materially to the interest of an 
examination. 

The Picture Gallery 

The visitors were naturally more attracted by the picture gallery, containing about one 
hundred and fifty pictures; chiefly of the French school, from Scheffer, Horace Vernet 
and Delaroche, down to the latest gems of Melssonier, Detaille, Gerome, Jules Breton, 

Millet, Corot, de Neuville, Troyon, Knaus, Fortuny, Von Marke, Rico, and others are also 
represented, while a noble landscape by Durand, Rembrandt- like head of Elliott by 
himself, and other American examples, are not all unworthy of being alongside of the 
foreign list. There is not an indifferent picture in the whole collection. It is essentially an 
eclectic one, in which for thirty years its owner has gradually replaced interior works 
with the best examples of current art. There is one picture, however, not of the highest 
order, that has withstood all the changes, because it is Mr. Walters’ first love — the first 
picture he ever bought — “The Retreat from Moscow,” showing the long train of the 
French army hurrying over snow-covered plains, headed by Napoleon. What a treat for 
the visitors it was to survey this, the choicest collection of pictures in any American 
private gallery! 

Three famous pictures 

To most of them all were new, but their interest settled down upon the late additions and 
three “I would select from that proud throng” that contend for supremacy. The “Potato 
Harvest,” by Millet, represents a man pouring a basket of potatoes into a sack held by a 
woman: other peasants digging in the distance. The principal figure is relieved against 
scowling clouds, whose trailing skirts sweep over the fading light of a rosy sunset. The 
feeling of this picture is sad and solemn. It is regarded by many as the gem of the 
gallery. Its rival is “The Close of Day,” by Jules Breton, showing another group of 
toilers, but at rest; two women standing in the soft sunset, leaning with folded robust 
arms upon their implements, and looking thoughtfully far away. Beauty’s stamp is not 
on their faces, but there is a pensive dignity in these sturdy peasants, illumined by the 
setting sun. It was said of this impressive work that one could almost hear the distant 
curfew — “the knell of parting day.” The third competitor for the palm of supremacy is 
“Dirt Pies,” by Knaus of Berlin. It shows a sloping hillside, on which a peasant herds a 
lot of starved pigs, the leanest line imaginable. In the foreground lies the trunk of a large 
tree on which a lot of merry girls and a boy are making dirt pies. Another boy calls to 
them to take the “pile” he has collected; one little girl stooping places her hands in the 
mud and another is hurrying off with her load. The children, though rustic, are all 
beautiful; and their happy gleesome group is a strange contrast with the starved pigs and 
pleasant beyond. Another novelty excited particular interest in the ladies — Boughton’s 
“Wane of the Honeymoon.” A young married couple in the dress of sixty years since, 
seated back to the back on opposite sides of a circular stone seat around a large tree in the 
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centre of the foreground. The husband, in tasseled high boots, with his head buried in the 
eravat of the period, is absorbed in a book, while he caresses his dog’s ear, and not the 
tresses of the young wife, who, equipped for a walk, looks sadly before her — not at him. 

Beyond, two diverging roads or lanes receding further and further from each other, are 
prophetie of their future separate journeys through life! 

It is impossible to note others of the new pictures or allude particularly to the crayon- 
drawings and water colors of the inner room. As an evidence of how Mr. Walters keeps 
on adding to his collection, there is on the floor a new Rico — a view of Venice, realistic 
but charming in its sky and water, that has been bought sinee the reopening of the gallery 
a month ago, and now awaits hanging. 

Another pleasant feature of the day 

After careful study for hours of these pictures the party partook of an elegant repast, all 
being eomfortably seated at the board, Mr. MaeLeod presiding, at the request of Mr. 

Walters. It is but just to say that the creature eomforts were served in a style 
corresponding with the art-treasures of the gallery, and were pleasantly accompanied with 
the rarest vintage of the Freneh school. Suitable toasts were given to their absent host, to 
Mr. Coreoran, the ladies and others. The ladies were then given eaeh a handsome 
bouquet from the floral ornaments of the table — all from Mr. Walters’ eountry seat, and 
leaving a written expression of thanks to Mr. Walters, whose presence was alone wanting 
to complete their enjoyment, the party left, and after spending nearly an hour in the Art 
Loan Gallery, returned to Washington by the 3:15 p.m. train, not one incident having 
occurred to mar the pleasure of the day.

The above entries from the 17th. inclusive were furnished during my absence in Phila. & 
New York, where I was chiefly engaged in re-visiting the Art galleries private & public. 
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of those cities and their principal schools of instruction in Art. In reference to the latter, I 
am convinced that the Penna. Academy is far ahead of others, though the pupils are not 
more numerous. I had while there an opportunity of seeing some 15 young men 
modeling in clay from a nude female model - whose face only was masked. She is paid 
.75cts an hour. The Cooper Institute in N. York had about 200 lady students at work in 
drawing, & some 25 in wood-engraving. The sight of these well equipped & active 
schools made me bitterly feel the obstacles thrown into Mr Corcoran’s plans for similar 
& even more complete facilities for education in art. 

Saw Judge Hilton’s Battle of Champigny by Detaille 

I saw at Judge Hilton’s house the finest Detaille ever brought to this country - 
representing the defence of a French Chateau & grounds against the Germans, by the 
French army in 1870. It is full of greater action than the artist usually produces, & 
worked up with exquisite finish. It cost $14,000. 

Also a fine Meissomer at Schaus. 

The finest Meissomer in America, was at Schaus’, New York 
140 a small picture under glass, not more than a foot square in size. It represents the Flemish 
artists - the brother’s Vandevelde in the studio of the landscape painter, while the famous 
marine-painter is looking at a picture of the former. For exquisite drawing, characters & 
color, it is beyond all other Meissomers in this country I have seen. Painted in 1856 
when the artist was in his prime. 

These annual visits to the great centre of foreign art in America, are very instructive to 
me, as they show me the fresh & latest specimens of the great European artists. In 
sculpture I saw a replica of Chantrey’s bust in marble of Sir Walter Scott which would be 
a great acquisition for our Gallery.

Mr Corcoran’s account of the story of the Washington portrait in the White House in 1814.

Mr Corcoran again told the true story that he saw the picture in its frame in the street in 
Georgetown opposite the house of Mr & that he fwith others J. begged the people to 
remove it, or the British would bum the house, if they saw it. He said he had often asked 
Mrs Madison if it were true she had told any one that she had cut the picture from the 
frame, & that she laughingly said “she had been asked so often if she had cut it out, that 
she almost believed she had!”
